IX HONOn OP JOIIN BtTHKOtJCDS 


AT BOYHOOD KOCK ON 


OM> HOMESTEAD, 


Fitting Ceremonials 
Conducted in 
Presence of Three Hundred Ait- 
inlrers 
of 
Naturalist — Neither 
Firestone, Ford or Ellison Present 
—Grave Strewn With Flowers and 
Running Pine. 
Roxbury. April 3. — The Home- 


stead Farm in the Catskllls where 
John Burroughs was born, lived and 
buried, today become a national me- 
morial to him in a simple ceremony 
attended by severaf hundred of those 
who knew or admired the naturalist. 


Trudging 
up 
the 
snow-covered 


mountainside came villagers from all 
alone the valley, 
and 
others from 
various parts of the state. They as- 
sembled around the rustic fence that 
guards tho last resting place of thX 
naturalist, and the "Boyhood Hock" 
that is ills tombstone. Poems by Bur- 
roughs, and his friend, Walt 'Whit- 
man, and others who wrnto oC na- 
ture's wonders, were react. 


Then his grandchildren, Ursula and 


John Burroughs, unveiled a bronze 
memorial tablet, 
imbedded 
in the 


"Boyhood liock." 
This tablet, 
the 


work of C, S. Paulo of New York, fa 
a bas relief copy of that sculptor's 
"Summit of the Years," picturing the 
naturalist seated upon tho "Boyhood 
Rock" and looking into the rll«tancf, 
one hand shading his eyes. Jt bears 
theSe two lines from Burrouch's poem 
''Wandering:1' 


"I stand amid tho eternal ways 
"And what is mine shall know no 
faith." 


When the ceremony came 
to a 


close, wild flowers gathered from tho 
fields and hills of tho 'utate nearby 
and aa distant 
as California wore 


placed upon the grave. There were 
junipers plucked 
from 
the resting 


placo of Wall Whitman at Cumden, 
X. J., ana flowers erown beside the 
cottage at Lajolla, Cal., where Bur- 
roughs lived a, year ago just before 
starting toward home—a trip in the 
midst of which healed.
